3. The Committee will meet monthly under the Chai!Dar.sk ; ci ate Agriculture , Minister , 
Haryana . 

4. The terms of references of the Committee will be as under : 
(1) To review the various provisions of Agricultural Produce Markets Act , with a view to 

plug lacunae in the Act . 
(2) To study and review Agricultural Produce Marketing Rules , and to suggest changes in 

accordance with the changes in the Act. 
(3) To make rules for the election of Members of Market Committees. 
( 4 ) To make election rules for the election of Chairman and Vice - Chairman from the elcct 

ed members of Market Committees . 
( 5 ) De-limitation of constituencies of members of Market Committees . 
(6 ) To study Act and Rules for making adequate representation of various sections in the Market 

Committees with special reference to providing representation to Scheduled Castes and 

Backward classes. 
( 7 ) To review the working of Accounts Rules , Works Rules, prevailing in the Board /Committees 

if there are no such rules, suggest rules for such works . 
( 8) To review the working of the Act /Rules for delegation of powers to the Market Com 

mittees and financial arrangements between the Marketing Board and Committees, 
(9 ) To carry out comparative study of Acts and Rules of other States for bringing out 

model Act, Rules for marketing of Agricultural Produce in the changed circumstances. 
( 10 ) To review the objectives on which the Marketing Development funds can be spent. 
5. Six members present in the Committee shall form a quorum for a meeting . 

The Committee shall function for a pariod of " ope Year. 
7. The headquarters of the Committee will be at Chandigarh . 
8. The members of the Committee will draw travelling allowance as under : 
(a ) The legislators in their ex officio capacity under the Punjab Legislative Assembly 

( Albwances of Members) Act , 1942 and the Rules made thereunder, as applicable to 

the State of Haryana . 
(b ) The travelling allowances admissible to a Member of Parliament, will in respect 

a journeys performed by rail be the same as is admissible to the Members of the State 
Legislature appointed in an ex officio capacity less one Ist Class fare for journey by 

ail to and fro . 
(C ) Non - officials other than M. L. As./M . P.s at one 

1 st Class Railway fare plus 
incidential allowances and road mileage 

well 

daily 

allowances 
admissible to a 1st grade Government employees drawing 

a pay of 
Rs. 1,000 /-. The other corditions laid down in the Punjab T. A. Rules for Govern 
ment employees will also apply to jqurneys performed by non -official members except 

where otherwise provided . 
9. The Secretary , Haryana Vidhan Sabha, will be the Controlling Officer for 

the purpose 
of Couitersigning the · T. A. and halting allowances bills of the M. L. As. , 

the 
Committee. Joint 

Secretary to Government, Haryana . Agriculture Department will be 
the Costrolling Officer for the purpose of countersigning the T. A. Bills in respect of the cther 
non -oficial members , 

10. T. A. and D. A. will be admissible to the non - official members ( other than M. L. A.) on 
the production of certificate to the effect that no T. A. in respect of the Journeys or D. A. for the period 
meitioned in the bill has been or will be claimed by him from any other official sources . 

11. Travelling allowances for attending the meeting shall be allowed to the members from 
meir permanent place of residence to the place of meeting. If, however, a member attends a meating 
from a place other than the place of his residence , T. A. shall be allowed to him either from the place 
of his residence or from where he attends the meeting , whicheves is less. 

12. The expenditure on account of T. A./D . A. of the non -official members of the Committee 
will be mot out of the Marketing Developmen & Fund of the Haryana State Agriculture Marketing , 
Board , Chandigarh .
